THE FALL OUTLOOK. 


THE pessimists and Job’s comforters will 
probably be discouraged and silenced when 
they run their eyes over the pages of the pres- 
ent issue of THE PUBLISHERS’ WEEKLY. Oblivi- 
ous of the fact that progress and improvement, 
though retarded and overclouded for the mo- 
ment, are still going on, these worthies were 
probably not aware that plans were being laid 


that are expected to develop and stimulate 
business to a greater extent than ever. Cer- 
tainly, from the announcements made by the 
publishers this fall, we are justified, more than 
in any previous year, in claiming that the 
preparations show confidence in a business re- 
vival, and that the selections made show dis- 
crimination, generosity, and excellent taste. 
Booksellers are to be provided with stock for 
which they surely can make sales if they study 
the tastes and idiosyncrasies of their custom- 
ers, and use ingenuity in bringing it before 
them at the right time and in the right manner. 

It would always seem that both publishers 
and booksellers might do better if they did not 
undertake quite so much at one time; indeed, 
the plan of crowding into the last three months 
anda half the result of nearly a whole year’s 
publishing activity, is entirely unnatural. We 
understand that such a course has been en- 
couraged by the bookseller; but, as in the 
case of the magician’s apprentice, described by 
Goethe, the pail of water which he invoked has 
Swollen into a flood which threatens to swamp 
him. The distributing machinery of the book 
trade is unequal to the task of properly placing 
such an output of books as that made this sea- 
son; and, certainly, the public is unable to di- 
gestit. If we are not mistaken one of the prob- 


lems of the publishing trade in the near future 
will be how to make a proper division of the 
books of the year.

called upon to decide more important questions 
than they have faced since the campaigns of 
1860 and 1864. This fact hasledtoan output of 
literature dealing specially with economics and 
finance, much of which is of such sterling value 
that it will live after the country has again 
quieted down from the confusion and unrest of 
an impending change of government. Almost 
all the publishers have one or more books in 
this line, and a number of our leading book- 
sellers have prepared timely catalogues show- 
ing their customers how many of the books on 
the burning questions of the day they are car- 
rying in their carefully-selected stock. Be- 
sides the questions of finance and government 
and their related topics there does not seem to 
be any one branch of knowledge or interest 
which has inspired the books for the season 
of 1896-97. The season promises to be richer 
than usual in works of pure literature. Vol-

of almost every publisher, and the subjects of 


| such essays appeal to a highly cultivated class 


of readers. Books about books and discussions 
of authors have probably never been so plenti- 
ful. Fine editions of standard works with ed- 


| itors’ work of great value are also a feature in 
by the publishing trade for the coming season | 


the preparations for fall publication. Very ex- 
pensive illustrated works are few in number, 
and those announced are chiefly reproductions 
of the work of noted painters and sculptors. 
The gift-book, which was intended for the cen- 
tre-table and appealed merely to the eye, has 
entirely disappeared from among new American 
publications. 

The publishers seem more than ever ready 
to take the risk of American fiction, and almost 
every American story-writer will furnish a 
book this autumn. Juveniles are far less plen- 
tiful than heretofore upon the lists of our lead- 
ing publishers, but those they have undertaken 
are of a high order of literary merit, and lean 
towards instructive subjects—notably history 
and literature. 

For four years now the business world of 
America has expected a change, and the hour 
seems really at hand when a effort in some di- 
rection will take the place of the oppressive 
stagnation which has so paralyzed the producer 
and consumer of American manufactures. We 
confidently hope that the publishers and book- 
sellers will hold together in working fortheir best 
interests, and that the public, in the reaction 
sure to follow upon a political struggle in which 
they have been winners or losers, will turn for 
rest and refreshment to the books which have 
proved stable during all varieties of political 
opinions and every form of law and govern- 
ment. Atany rate, we encourage the despond- 
ent to bear in mind that the years of prosperity 
are before us, not behind us.

Charles Howard Shinn, a new volume in the 
Story of the West Series, edited by Ripley 
Hitchcock; ‘‘ Midshipman Farragut,” by James 
Barnes, a new volume in Young Heroes of Our 
Navy Series; ‘‘The Wampum Belt,” by Heze- 
kiah Butterworth, a tale of William Penn’s 
treaty with the Indians, illustrated by H. Win- 
throp Peirce; ‘‘ The Windfall,” by William O. 
Stoddard, illustrated by B. West Clinedinst ; 
and ‘‘Christine’s Career: a story for girls,” 
by Pauline King, also illustrated. Among 
scientific works there will be two important 
books on psychology: ‘‘ Genius and Degenera- 
tion,” by Dr. William Hirsch, translated from 
the second edition of the German work, witha 
preface by Dr. E. Mendel, to be brought out uni- 
form with Nordau’s ‘‘ Degeneration,” of which 
it is rather a refutation; and ‘‘ Alterations of 
Personality,” by Alfred Binet, translated by 
Helen Green Baldwin, with preface by Prof.

A. Donaldson Smith, and tells both of scien- 
tific exploration and dangerous sporting advent- 
ures; itis illustrated with many full-page plates, 
drawn from the author’s sketches and photo- 
graphs, by Charles Whymper and A. D. McCor- 
mick, and a large number of text pictures, con- 
taining also an original map of the country the 
expeditiontravelledover. ‘‘ Among the Neigh- 
bours of the North” was finished bythe gallant 
young Norwegian Evind Astrup just before his 
death, and relates in simple, genial fashion his 
personal adventures and many a good anec- 
dote and story of sport and adventure. ‘‘ Fifty 
Years’ Reminiscences of India,” by Lieut.-Col. 
W. Pollok, author of ‘‘Sport in Burmah,” will 
be published with sixteen full-page illustra- 
tions by H. C. Corbould. In this same line 
of travel and description is Dean Hole’s ‘‘A 
Little Tour in Ireland,” of which a new and 
cheaper edition will be published. Zhe Sports- 
man’s Library, edited by Sir Herbert Max- 
well, is a series of old spurting books re- 
printed in the best style, with illustrations 
in black and white, which will be issued in 
two octavo volumes. To the lovers of the 
chase this venture promises many pleasant 
hours of congenial reading.

School,” a series of contributions by various 
well-known English writers. Among books 
for young people may be mentioned as in 
preparation ‘‘ The Palace on the Moor,” by 
E. Davenport Adams; ‘‘ Brandreth of Beau- 
champ,” by Maurice H. Hervey; and ‘‘ How 
Dick and Molly Saw England,” by M. H. Corn- 
wall Legh.

Howell, fully illustrated, informal memories 
by an octogenarian; and ‘‘ Modern Greek Mas- 
tery,” by Thomas L. Stedman; ‘‘A Primer of 
College Football,” by W. H. Lewis, an old 
Harvard ‘‘centre-rush,” which will be fully 
illustrated. The young people will be remem- 
bered with ‘‘ Rick Dale,” a story of the North- 
west Coast, by Kirk Munro, illustrated by W. 
A. Rogers; and ‘‘ The Dwarf’s Tailor, and 
other fairy tales,’ collected by Zoe Dana Un- 
derhill, and exquisitely illustrated. The fol- 
lowing of their fall books are just ready:

HOUGHTON, MIFFLIN & Co.’s autumn an- 
nouncement is substantially of the same dimen- 
sions as last year. The constituent elements 
of it are, however, somewhat varied, the fiction 
being less and the illustrated books somewhat 
more numerous., Perhaps the most important 
single items are the new Aiverside edition of 
‘* Mrs. Stowe’s Works” and the new edition of 
Bret Harte’s writings. Mrs. Stowe’s works 
willinclude sixteen duodecimo volumes, grouped 
and arranged somewhat differently from the 
volumes as they have before appeared. , They 
will be carefully edited, and will contain por- 
traits of Mrs. Stowe at different stages of her 
literary career, also views of her homes and 
other interesting illustrations of like character. 
The large-paper edition, brought out in as 
good style as the Riverside Press can produce, 
will contain Mrs. Stowe’s autograph, written by 
her expressly for this edition a few months 
since. This is an exceedingly interesting fact 
to those who would value this large-paper 
edition for itself, but still more for the addition 
of this delightful personal element. The new 
edition of Bret Harte will contain fourteen vol- 
umes, rearranged and carefully edited, and 
embellished with numerous illustrations add- 
ing not a little to the attractiveness of the edi- 
tion, which is to be sold by subscription. In 
the department of biography the most im- 
portant item will doubtless be the ‘‘ Letters of 
Victor Hugo,” in two volumes, arranged by 
his executor, M. Paul Meurice, to be published 
simultaneously in Paris, London, and Boston. 
These comprise letters to his father, his wife, 
his children, Sainte-Beuve, and other noted 
Frenchmen during the time of his exile. Other 
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books of great interest in this department are: 
‘Chapters from a Life,” by Elizabeth Stuart 
Phelps, comprising her recollections of child. 
hood in Andover, of her entrance upon author. 
ship, and of famous persons, notably Whittier, 
Longfellow, Holmes, Dr. Park, Bishop Brooks, 
Mr. Field, Mrs. Stowe, Mrs. Thaxter, Miss Lar. 
com, and many others. This will contain sey. 
eral illustrations. Of somewhat similar interest 
is Mrs. Fields’s ‘‘ Authors and Friends,” de. 
voted to reminiscences of Longfellow, Whittier, 
Holmes, Mrs. Stowe, Mrs. Thaxter, and Tenny. 
son; and ‘‘ The Life and Letters of William 
Barton Rogers,” edited by Mrs. Rogers, will be 
a memorial of one of the foremost of American 
men of science, the first president of the famous 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology, and 
the correspondent of leading men of science, 
philosophy, and letters in America and Europe. 
To the series of American Statesmen will be 
added a ‘‘ Life of Wm. H. Seward,” by Thorn. 
ton K. Lothrop, of Boston, and to the series of 
Leaders of Religion will be added ‘‘ The Life of 
George Fox,” by Thomas Hodgkin.' Mrs. Rose 
Hawthorne Lathrop has prepared’ a volume 
comprising ‘‘Some Memories of Hawthorne,” 
relating to the period of her father’s consulship 
at Liverpool, his travels in England, France, 
and Italy, and his last years at Concord; and 
Miss Harriet Monroe, the poet laureate of the 
Chicago Exposition, has written a ‘“‘ Life of 
John Wellborn Root,” the famous Chicago 
architect, who gave a striking proof of his 
genius in his arrangement of the plan of the 
great Exposition. The most important illus- 
trated book will be John Fiske’s ‘* American 
Revolution,” in two octavo volumes, carefully 
printed from new plates, containing between 
two and three hundred illustrations, which are 
designed not primarily for embellishment but 
to bring out and emphasize the historical feat- 
ures of the book, such as maps, portraits, 
medals, views of historical buildings and 
scenes, etc. The handsomest illustrated book 
will undoubtedly be Thoreau’s ‘‘ Cape Cod,” 
which will appear in two volumes convenient 
for library use, containing one hundred illus- 
trations in color by Miss Harriet L. Watson, 
of Hartford, reproduced from her sketches 
and printed upon the margins of the book 
and at the beginning and end of chapters in 
highly artisticmanner. Mr. Clifford Johnson, 4 
friend of Mr. Burroughs, has persuaded him to 
pose in some twenty photogravures, including 
scenes near John Burroughs’s home, and these 
photogravures, in themselves very attractive 
and made doubly so by the inclusion of Mr. 
Burroughs, will appear in a book entitled ‘‘A 
Year in the Fields,” which will contain eight 
papers selected from Mr. Burroughs’s writings. 
Mr. Aldrich’s ‘‘ Friar Jerome’s Beautiful Book’ 
is to be illustrated after the style of a missal, 
which seems to be the style of illustration 
peculiarly suited to it. It will be beautifully 
printed and bound in leather in a very hand- 
some style. This will also appear in an ¢diiio" 
de luxe, which will be one of the most tasteful 
gift-books of the season. Dr. G. Birkbeck 
Hill’s ‘‘ Talks About Autographs,” which have 
formed attractive chapters in several numbers 
of the Atlantic Monthly, will appear in a sump- 
tuous square-octavo volume. printed and bound 
in excellent style and embellished with various 
autographs. Three of Miss Nora Perry’s best 
stories for girls were selected by her before het 
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death for publication in a holiday book, which 
will be entitled ‘‘ Three Little Daughters of the 
Revolution,” and will contain illustrations by 
Frank T. Merrill. Miss Eliza Orne White, 
whose book ‘‘ When Mollie Was Six”’ made so 
very pleasant an impression last year, has 
written a book of about the same size to be 
illustrated and entitled ‘‘A Little Girl of Long 
Ago,” describing in a very charming manner 
the life of Miss White’s mother, who was the 
daughter of Chester Harding, the artist, and 
also including her mother’s brothers and 
sisters. Joel Chandler Harris adds a third to 
his ‘‘ Thimblefinger Stories,” entitled ‘‘ The 
Story of Aaron, So-called, the Son of Ben 
Ali,” which describes a queer character sup- 
posed to be a negro, but really an Arab, who 
possesses the secret of conversation with ani- 
mals. He communicates this to some of the 
children who appear in ‘‘ Thimblefinger” and 
‘*Mr. Rabbit,’ and their conversations form a 
very interesting and attractive book, to which 
Mr. Oliver Herford adds a score or more of his 
inimitable designs. A fine piece of book- 
making will be ‘‘ The Mycenzan Age,” by Dr. 
Crestos Tsountas, who has produced a work of 
equal interest and authenticity with those of 
Lanciani on Rome. This has been translated 
by Prof. Manatt and Dr. Barker Newhall, of 
Brown University, and will be published in a 
large octavo volume with about a hundred il- 
lustrations. In the department of poetry the 
list is rather short. The two remaining vol- 
umes of the Centenary Burns will appear; a 
new and very attractive Appledore edition of 
Mrs. Thaxter’s poems, which will include all 
except the poems forchildren published with her 
‘‘Stories for Children” last year, to be edited 
by Miss Jewett, who willcontribute a preface; a 
Cambridge edition of ‘‘Lowell’s Complete Poems,” 
in the same style with the Cambridge edition 
of Longfellow, Whittier, and Holmes; and 
‘‘ Judith and Holofernes,” by Thomas Bailey 
Aldrich, which is not at all the poem named 
‘‘Judith” which appeared in his works previ- 
ously published, but the same story rewritten 
on a larger scale but in the peculiarly charming 
style for which Mr. Aldrich is famous. Miss 
Lizette Woodworth Reese will also offer a new 
volume entitled ‘‘A Quiet Road,” and its fine 
literary quality together with its thoughtful 
treatment will surely give it a warm place in the 
regard of lovers of real poetry. In the depart- 
ment of essays, two of the most popular doubt- 
less will be Dr. Lyman Abbott’s volume entitled 
‘Christianity and Social Problems,” which is 
likely to be regarded as one of the most impor- 
tant contributions of recent years to sociological 
literature ; and Woodrow Wilson’s ‘‘ Mere Lit- 
erature,” in which the literary quality is very 
marked. John Burroughs has a new book on 
‘‘Whitman,” in which he states in full his 
views of Whitman as a writer and as a man, 
not collecting anything which he has hereto- 
fore written about Whitman, but making an 
entirely new volume, which within a certain 
range will be regarded as a book of more than 
ordinary importance; and a new edition is 
promised of Dr. Wm. T. Harris’s volume on 
‘* Spiritual Sense of Dante’s Divina Commedia.” 
In the department of fiction the leading place 
perhaps will be assigned to ‘‘ The Spoils of 
Poynton,” a new volume of Henry James, but 
not wholly new to some readers, because it has 
already appeared in the A¢lantic Monthly under 
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the name of ‘‘ The Old Things.” It is marked 
by all of Mr. James’s skill and is of remarkable 
literary felicity. One of the most prominent 
books of the season in this department will be 
Joel Chandler Harris’s first novel, ‘‘ Sister Jane: 
her friends and neighbors,” which will depict 
with inimitable skill a certain type of Southern 
character as it existed before the war. Miss 
Jewett promises a volume entitled ‘‘ The Coun- 
try of the Pointed Firs,” part of which has ap- 
peared in the Atlantic Monthly, and those who 
have read the chapters given there know that 
Miss Jewett has never written anything more 
charming than this. Mrs. Wiggin’s ‘‘Marm 
Lisa,’’ which she regards as her most impor- 
tant book, promises to surpass the great popu- 
larity of her ‘‘ Birds’ Christmas Carol,” show- 
ing the same intimate knowledge of child-life 
and abounding in those humorous and felici- 
tous touches which lend to Mrs. Wiggin’s 
stories such a delightful attraction; and 
Bret Harte will add to his many previous vol- 
umes a new collection of eight or nine stories, 
which takes its title from the leading story, 
‘‘ Barker’s Luck,” characterized by the same 
features which have won for Mr. Harte his 
great reputation. In the educational depart- 
ment a new edition of Richardson’s ‘‘ Prim- 
er of American Literature” is promised, hard- 
ly a revised edition of this book, which has 
been so popular, because Prof. Richardson has 
virtually rewritten it and brought it down to 
date. Mrs. Wiggin and Miss Smith add to 
their two volumes already published underthe 
general title of ‘‘ The Republic of Childhood’”’a 
third, ‘‘ Kindergarten Principles and Practice,” 
completing the work, and making the three 
volumes an unusually importantand attractive 
addition to practical kindergarten literature. 
Dr. Rolfe has edited for the Students’ Library 
of Poetry Tennyson’s ‘‘Idylls of the King.” 
The Aiverside School Library will include at an 
early date fifty volumes, printed from largetype, 
and bound in half leather, and though published 
at a low rate the volumesthemselves are above 
criticism, most of them having already stood 
the test of the world’s judgment for many 
years. The Azverside Literature Series will 
be increased by Tennyson’s Idylls, Burke’s 
‘*Speech on Conciliation in America,” Grimm’s 
Stories, ‘‘The Arabian Nights,” Selections 
from Pope’s ‘‘Iliad,’’ De Quincey’s ‘“ Flight 
of a Tartar Tribe,’ and others. Other im- 
portant books are ‘‘ Football,” by Walter 
Camp, Yale’s famous coach, and L. F. Le- 
land, Harvard’s famous coach—the two au- 
thorities on this popular game having com- 
bined to produce a book which tells spectators 
how to watch the game, gives full informa- 
tion to players on all points, and sets forth to 
coaches the tactics, generalship, and science of 
the game, all fully illustrated with diagrams, 
the whole forming an authoritative, practical, 
indispensable book on football; A. Lawrence 
Lowell’s ‘‘ Governments and Parties of Conti- 
nental Europe,” which describes carefully and 
clearly the governmental machinery and politi- 
cal life of France, Germany, Austria, and 
Switzerland, doing for these somewhat similar 
service to that which Mr. Bryce’s important 
work has done for government in America; Mr. 
Bellamy, whose book of charades last year was 
so great a success, has prepared a ‘‘ Second 
Century of Charades,” of the same quality, and 
likely to be equally popular; ‘‘ The Spirit in 
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Literature and Life,” by the late Dr. Coyle 
has been so well received that Mrs. Coyle 
has prepared a remarkable volume of Dr. 
Coyle’s sermons, under the title of ‘* The 
Imperial Christ,” to which is prefixed a full 
biographical sketch of Dr. Coyle by Presi- 
dent Gates, of lowa College; Mrs. Whitney 
promises a book entitled ‘‘ Friendly Letters 
to Girl Friends,” and those who are acquainted 
with her stories can readily infer how attrac- 
tive and effective these letters will be. The 
tenth volume of Sargent’s great work on 
the ‘‘Silva of North America” will appear, 
and later in the season the tenth volume 
of Prof. Child’s monumental work on Eng- 
lish and Scottish ballads. Miss Florence A. 
Merriam, who wrote the charming book, ‘‘ Birds 
Through an Opera-Glass,” has another volume 
of similar interest, treating of observations 
of birds in southern California; to be entitled 
‘‘ A-Birding on a Bronco”; ‘‘ Nature’s Diary ”’ 
is a book for the whole year, compiled from the 
writings of Thoreau, Burroughs, and other 
American writers who are noted for their care- 
ful observation as well as for their literary 
skill; Miss Molineux’s ‘‘ Browning Phrase- 
Book ” will be published at an early date, and 
will furnish an admirable companion volume 
for those who have either the Aiverside edition 
of Browning or the Caméridge; ‘‘ Annals of the 
Lowell Observatory” at Flagstaff will comprise 
a large number of illustrations, also essays on 
various topics connected with the observations 
of Mars by Mr. Percival Lowell, Mr. Picker- 
ing. and others; a new edition from new plates 
will be published of Dean Gray’s ‘‘ Crusade of 
the Children in the x11. Century,” which, 
though published more than twenty years ago, 
has been in constant demand; a new edition 
also will appear of Dr. Hayes’s ‘‘An Arctic 
Boat Journey,” a famous book when first pub- 
lished, and not by any means rendered obsolete 
by the volumes of Arctic explorations published 
since; and a new edition, brought up to date, of 
Stanwood’s valuable ‘‘ History of Presidential 
Elections.” Mrs. Wiggin, who has always 
written songs, has gathered ten of these into a 
book which she calls ‘‘ Nine Love-Songs anda 
Carol,” including lyrics by Herrick, Miss Mu- 
lock, Amélie Rives, Ruth McEnery Stuart, and 
others.

Of literary im- 
portance is the Variorum edition of ‘* The 
Rubéiyaét of Omar Khayydm,” practically an 
encyclopedia of Omar Khayyam literature, 
edited by Nathan Haskell Dole, and illustrated 
with portraits of Edward Fitzgerald and Fried- 
rich v. Bodenstedt, just issued ; also, ‘‘ Bacon 
vs. Shakespeare,” a new work by Edwin Reed, 
whois an authority on this much-disputed sub- 
ject, and will give a complete history of it with 
an array of arguments, proand con, sothat the 
careful reader may judge of the merits of the 
controversy for himself. A new volume of 











songs of good courage, selected by John White 
Chadwick and Annie Hathaway Chadwick, will 
be entitled ‘‘ Through Love to Light,” and will 
be brought out in pretty bindings with gold 
decoration. For young people there will be

They Say in New England,” a book of signs, 
sayings, and superstitions, by Clifton Johnson; 
‘* The History of the Hutchinson Family,” by

E. Mann, with an introduction by Frederick 
Douglass, written a few weeks before his 
death; ‘‘ Blind Leaders of the Blind,” by Dr.

‘‘The Mystery of Handwriting,” by J. Har- 
rington Keene; ‘‘ Thoughts for the People,” 
by Reuben Greene, illustrating man’s relation 
to the Universe of God; ‘‘ Beneath Old Roof- 
trees,” by Abram English Brown, in which 
grandchildren, themselves grown gray, de- 
scribe the homes of the men who fought at 
Concord and Lexington; and ‘‘ The Life and 
Correspondence of Maria Mitchell,” by her 
sister Phebe M. Kendall, who gives her readers 
an insight into the inner as well as outer life of 
this great astronomer, the only woman ever 
admitted to the papal observatory at Rome. 
For the holidays Lee & Shepard are preparing 
‘* Country Ciouds and Sunshine,” a new volume 
by Clifton Johnson, in which he will illustrate 
and describe rural New England life in a 
manner that will bear out his verdict that ‘‘a 
pleasant New England village, not too far re- 
moved from a large town and the railroads, is 
the best dwelling-place in the world.” The 
‘*clouds and sunshine” refer to life rather 
than nature, and the sympathetic author of

A 
book of great value to the many amateurs who 
occupy themselves with painting on china 
will be ‘‘A Manual for China Painters,” by 
Mrs. Nicola di R. Monachesi,.a practical and 
comprehensive treatise on the art of painting 
china and glass with mineral colors, with col- 
ored plates showing 138 mineral colors, made 
in Paris by Lacroix himself especially for this 
book, which will be a most important addition 
to the manual. Mrs. Monachesi has had large 
experience theoretically and practically, and 
gives abundant information in reference to col- 
ors, brushes, mediums, etc., as well as valuable 
suggestions on decorative art, and useful hints 
on the correct designs for tableware. She has 
particularly kept in mind the amateur learning 
the art without competent teachers. A book 
which has been nearly fifteen years in prepa- 
ration will be brought outin ‘‘ Protestantism,” 
a study in the direction of religious truth and 
Christian unity, by Edward P. Usher, in which 
‘ Christianity is set forth ‘‘ not as sacramental, 
or theological, or hierarchical, but as purely 
ethical and spiritual.’”’ The author is a Har- 
vard graduate, to whom the conventional 
ideas of the past seem paltry and mean, but 
who still finds Christianity to be the great and 
final explanation of human life. ‘‘ Two Years 
on the Alabama,” by Lieut. Arthur Sinclair, 
of the Confederate States Navy, one of the best 
written books relating to the Civil War, is to be 
issued as a subscription-book. It will contain 


thirty-two portraits and many other illustra- 
tions, which in themselves tell the history of the 
Alabama from the day she unfurled the Con- 
federate flag in 1862 until she sank in the Eng- 
lish Channel in 1864. Provision will be made 
for young people in several volumes, chiefly of 
historic tendency. Oliver Optic has completed 
the fourth volume of his series, 7he Blue and 
the Gray—on Land, which willbe entitled ‘‘ On 
the Staff,” and will carry the hero to his new 
position as staff officer under Buell to the assist- 
ance of Grant at Shiloh, another book inculcat- 
ing sturdy patriotism and making real to boys 
the scenes through which their fathers lived. 
‘*Four Young Explorers, or, sight-seeing in 
the Tropics,’’ will be the fourth volume of the 
third series of Zhe All-Over-the-World Library, 
and will tell how the hero and his friends, 
whom the former story left in Borneo, have 
now reached China, where Oliver Optic is at 
the moment gathering material for another 
volume of fascinating instruction for the girls 
as wellasthe boys. Other new juveniles will 
include ‘‘ Tecumseh’s Young Braves,” by Ever- 
ett T. Tomlinson, the new volumes in 7%. 
War of 1812 Series; ‘‘ The Rosebud Club,” by 
Grace Le Baron, the new and concluding vol- 
ume in Zhe Hazlewood Stories; and ‘‘ The 
Merry Five,” by ‘‘ Penn Shirley,” Sophie May’s 
sister, the new volume in 7%e Silver Gate Series, 
a story full of fun, which also imparts many 
facts concerning a journey on the Pacific coast. 


PAUL LEMPERLY, F. A. HILLIARD, AND FRANK 
E. Hopkins, Cleveland and New York, call at- 
tention to the books they have recently issued, 
all suitable for holiday presentation, gotten up 
in very tasteful style, and printed at the De 
Vinne Press. A volume of ‘‘ Verses” is by 
Mary W. Plummer, of the Pratt Institute, 
Brooklyn; Miss Anna M. Pratt’s ‘‘ Little 
Rhymes for Little People” consists of short 
witty and graceful verses, which have almost 
all appeared in Zhe Sunday-Sschool Advocate, 
The Youth's Companion, and St. Nicholas; and 
Charles A. Dana’s lecture on ‘‘ Lincoln and His 
Cabinet,” delivered in March before the New 
Haven Colony Historical Association, is now 
putinto book form, and contains a reproduction 
of Frank B. Carpenter’s painting entitled ‘‘ The 
First Reading of the Emancipation Proclama- 
tion.” 


J. B. Lieppincorr Co. have a long list of 
important publications and importations. An 
Gdition de luxe is in preparation of the great 
successes of last year, ‘‘ Literary Shrines ”’ and 
‘‘A Literary Pilgrimage,” the first describing 
the haunts of famous American, the latter the 
haunts of famous British authors, which will 
be printed on Dutch hand-made paper and will 
contain fourteen photogravure illustrations to 
each volume, printed on India paper. These 
illustrations have been selected with great 
care; many of them are views of the homes of 
the foremost men in the world of letters, and 
some are used by special permission of the 
owners. A practically complete collection of 
the myths andelegends connected with all lo- 
calities throughout the United States will be 
entitled ‘‘Myths and Legends of Our Own 
Land,” by Charles M. Skinner, an author and 
journalist of distinction, who has been engaged 
upon this work for upwards of fifteen years 
and has brought together tales of the deepest 
interest, told in the most fascinating manner, 
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which will be illustrated with photogravures 
and published in two volumes. ‘‘ Half Hours 
of Travel at Home and Abroad,” selected by 
Charles Morris, will be issued in four illus- 
trated volumes, covering America, Europe, 
Asia, and Africa, respectively, uniform with 
his former various Half Hour Series. ‘‘ Birds 
About Us,” by Charles Conrad Abbott, will 
be illustrated, and will also be published uni- 
form with his ‘* Bird Land Echoes,” the two 
issued in a box as Addott's Bird Library. In 
connection with Gibbings & Co., of London, 
the Lippincotts will bring out, in six volumes,

The 
fifth and sixth volumes of Stanford’s ‘‘ Compen- 
dium of Geography and Travel,” a great work 
whichis being thoroughly revised and rewritten, 
are by A. H. Keane and deal with Asia. Many 
maps and upwards of 100 illustrations in each 
volume supplement the information given in 
the text. Two valuable works on music are 
announced in ‘‘ The Opera,” by R. A. Streat- 
field, with an introduction by J. A. Fuller- 
Maitland, a sketch of the development of opera 
from the earPier times, with full description of 
every work in the modern repertory; and ‘‘ Fa- 
mous Violinists and Fine Violins,” by Dr. T. L.

Tothe Lotus Li- 
brary will be added ‘‘A Tame Surrender,” by 
Captain Charles King; ‘‘ The Golden Fleece,” 
by Julian Hawthorne, illustrated; ‘‘A Marriage 
by Capture,” by Robert Buchanan; and ‘‘In 
Sight of the Goddess,” a tale of Washington 
life, by Harriet Riddle Davis. In Lippincott’s 
Series of Select Novels will appear ‘‘ Heavy 
Odds,” by Marcus Clarke; ‘‘The Mistress of 
3rae Farm,” by Rosa Nouchette Carey ; ‘‘ For 
Freedom’s Sake,” by Arthur Paterson; ‘‘ Gla- 
mour,” by Meta Orred; and ‘‘ Master Beggars,” 
by a new author as yet unnamed. Ouida’s 
most popular story, ‘‘ Under Two Flags,” will 
be issued in two volumes, with illustrations by 
G. Montbard. There will be a new edition 
of ‘* The Mystery of the Island,” by Henry 
Kingsley, with illustrations by Warne Browne ; 
‘Captain Chap, or, the rolling stones,” by 
Frank R. Stockton, will have illustrations by 
Charles H. Stephens; and an illustrated vol- 
ume will be issued of Charles Morris’s selected 
‘Historical Tales of Greece and Rome.” 
Among the still remaining announcements of 
books with illustrations must be mentioned a 
new edition of Bunyan’s ‘“‘ Pilgrim’s Progress,” 
with Charles Kingsley’s introduction, and ‘“‘A

Greece, by A. W. Benn, of Florence ; Italy, 
by Prof. Ritchie, of Oxford and St. Andrews ; 
Medievalism, by Thomas Davidson, Essex 
Co., N. Y.; Germany, by F. G. Stout, of Cam- 
bridge; France, by Prof. L. Levy, Paris; Hol- 
land, by Prof. Land, of Leyden; England, by 
the editor of the series, Prof. Knight, of St. 
Andrews; Scotland, by Prof. Lawrie, of Mel- 
bourne; Scandinavia, Russia, etc., by Prof. 
Héffding, of Copenhagen. A fine edition of 
Shakespeare’s works will be printed from new 
plates and published inconnection with George 
Newnes, of London, in twelve volumes, in a 
case, in every style of binding. In useful arts 
and sciences the announcements promise many 
important volumes, which will be found with 
full titles in the preceding list under the head- 
ing Arts and Sciences; and various representa- 
tive medical works will also. be found classified 
there under the heading Medicine and Hy- 
giene. For young people the provision is also 
bountiful, and will include ‘‘ The Oracle of 
Baal,” by J. Provand Webster, a narrative of 
some curious events in the life of Prof. Horatio 
Carmichael, with numerous illustrations by 
Warwick Goble; ‘‘ Through Thick and Thin,” 
the story of a school campaign, by Andrew 
Hone; ‘‘ Phillippa,” Mrs. Molesworth’s new 
contribution to the Molesworth Library for 
Girls ; ‘‘ Betty of Wye,” with illustrations, by 
Florence P. England, in the Blanchard Library 
for Girls; Ouida’s ‘‘ Two Little Wooden Shoes,”’ 
with illustrations, by Edmund H. Garrett; a 
new illustrated edition of Dr. Weir Mitchell’s 
‘* Prince Little Boy”; ‘‘ Catalina,” by Laura T. 
Mead; and a number of others for titles of 
which the classified list must be consulted under 
the heading Juvenile Literature. The Lippin- 
cotts also have many valuable works on medi- 
cine and the different arts and sciences, full 
titles of which appear in the classified list. 


LITTLE, BRown & Co. will this year make a 
holiday book of Herman Grimm’s classic ‘‘ Life 
of Michael Angelo,” which they first issued in 
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this country nearly a quarter of a century ago. 
The translation is by Fanny Elizabeth Burnett, 
and additions have now been made in the Eng- 
lish as they have in the latest German edition 
of this famous art work. The edition will re- 
tain its two-volume dimensions, and will be 
illustrated with a steel portrait of Michael 
Angelo and forty photogravure plates from 
famous paintings and sculptures by Michael 
Angelo, Donatello, Fra Angelico, Correggio, 
Titian,Da Valterra, Andrea Del Sarto, Raphael, 
Perugino, Giotto, Botticelli, etc., making an 
art work of rarest value. Prosper Mérimée’s 
‘* Carmen,” that masterpiece of dissertation on 
our primitive savage instincts and great trea- 
tise on the metaphysics of love and death, 
has been translated from the French by Ed- 
mund H. Garrett, and furnished with a memoir 
of the author by Louise Imogen Guiney. It 
will be illustrated with a portrait of Calvé in 
her famous role as Carmen, and five etched 
plates and seven etched vignettes from draw- 
ings by Edmund H. Garrett. ‘‘ Francois the 
Waif” and ‘‘ The Devil’s Pool,” translated by 
Jane Minot Sedgwick and Ellery Sedgwick, 
and containing a frontispiece etched by E. Abot, 
will be issued in their uniform edition of 
George Sand’s choice stories. In co-opera- 
tion with Dent & Co., of London, they are 
publishing a new edition of ‘‘ The Famous Sea 
Novels of Captain Marryat” in twenty-two 
volumes, edited by Reginald Brinley Johnson. 
Each story will be complete ina single volume, 
and will be sold separately as well as in sets. 
A new historical novel of great power hasbeen 
written by Henryk Sienkiewicz, entitled ‘‘ Quo 
Vadis,” translated from the Polish by Jeremiah 
Curtin. It deals with history and religion, and 
with the manners and customs of Rome in the 
days of Nero, and introduces St. Paul and St. 
Peter into the stirring narrative of the feasts 
in Nero’s palace, the burning of Rome, the 
martyrdom and devotion of the early Christians, 
of which the vividness and power almost ex- 
cel that of ‘‘ With Fire and Sword,” while its 
subtile metaphysical reasoning quite equals 
some of the finest work in the author’s auto- 
biographic novel entitled ‘‘ Without Dogma.” 
The works of Sienkiewicz in eight volumes will 
also be issued in sets. ‘‘ The End of the Be- 
ginning ” is thetitle of a thoughtful New Eng- 
land romance by an anonymous author, who 
will describe an agnostic heir of the Puritans, 
and an eccentric, sour, but still pleasant old 
bookseller. A new edition of ‘‘In a North 
Country Village,” by Mrs. Frances Blundell, 
will have colored illustrations and nearly fifty 
illustrations in the text by Frank Felloes. An 
important biographical and historical work 
will be a translation of Mgr. de Salamon’s 
‘* Memoirs During the Revolution,” the unpub- 
lished memoirs of the Internuncio at Paris dur- 
ing the Revolution, 1790-1801. The work will 
have a preface, introduction, notes, and docu- 
ments, by Abbé Bridier, who, in 1891, discov- 
ered and edited the manuscript which had 
remained unpublished for nearly a century. 
These memoirs abound in anecdotes, and are 
a great addition to the history of that period 
which changed so many things throughout the 
world. ‘‘ The Western Avernus,” by Morley 
Roberts, will be brought out in a new edition, 
with illustrations of the wonderful scenery of 
farther North America.

100 colored illustrations. 


LONGMANS, GREEN & Co. have a long list of 
announcements, especially rich in biographical 
material. ‘‘ The Girlhood of Maria Josepha 
Holroyd (Lady Stanley of Alderley), as told 
in letters of a hundred years ago, from 1776 to 
1796,” is composed mainly of letters written by 
the daughter of Edward Gibbon’s friend, Lord 
Sheffield, illustrated with numerous portraits. 
‘* The Memoirs of General Lejeune, 1780-1814,” 
originally printed for private circulation during 
the lifetime of Lejeune, one of the few officers 
who survived to tell the tale of their common 
experiences during the First Empire, have now 
been translated by Mrs. Arthur Bell from the 
French edition, printed from the only one of 
the original twenty copies known to be in exist- 
ence; ‘‘ [he Life of Ford Madox Brown,” by 
Ford Madox Hueffer, will be issued with forty- 
nine plates and seven illustrations in the text, 
being reproductions of the artist’s pictures, 
‘* The Life and Times of Cardinal Wiseman” 
will be by Wilfrid Ward, author of ‘‘ William 
George Ward and the Catholic Revival.” 
‘* The Life of Sir Kenelm Digby,” written by 
one of his descendants, is the work of the 
brilliant author of ‘‘ The Life of a Prig.” 
‘* Memories and Ideals,” by Sir Benjamin Ward 
Richardson, will give varied chapters on the 
memories the author has formed during the 
past sixty years, with descriptions of some of 
the ideals he has pursued in the course of his 
long professional life. Of timely interest, in 
view of the recent return of the explorer, will 
be ‘‘ The Life of Dr. Fridtiof Nansen, 1861- 
1893,” by W. C. Brégger and Nordahl Rolfsen, 
which, with an introductory poem by Bjérnst- 
jerne Bjérnsen, has been translated by William 
Archer. This biography gives a most interest- 
ing account of the training, the domestic life, 
and the sporting enterprises of Fridtiof Nansen, 
who has accomplished so much that it is not 
realized that he is still a man of only thirty- 
five years.

‘*Christian Ethics,” by Thomas B. Strong, of 
Christ Church, Oxford, is the title of the Bam/- 
ton Lectures for 1895; and still other volumes 
will be forthcoming in ‘‘ Education and Modern 
Secularism,” by Rev. F. W. Formby; ‘Christ 
Church Sermons,” by Rev. E. F, Sampson; 
and ‘‘Elijah the Prophet, and other sacred 
poems,” by George Washington Moon. Fic- 
tion will be represented by ‘‘ The Violet,” by 
Julia Magruder, with eleven illustrations by 


a new edition of Nuttall’s ‘‘ Handbook of | Charles Dana Gibson; ‘‘ The Autobiography 0! 
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a Truth,” by Edna Lyall; ‘‘A Boyar of the 
Terrible,” a historicak romance dealing with 
the times and court of Ivan the Terrible, by 
Fred. J. Whishaw; and ‘‘ Dorcas Hobday,” by 
Charles Rokeby. During the fall this house 
will begin a series to be known as the Harvard 
Historical Series. This series will comprise 
works of original research selected from the 
recent writings of teachers and graduate stu- 
dents in the Department of History and Gov- 
ernment in Harvard University. It will also 
include collections of documents, bibliogra- 
phies, reprints of rare tracts, etc. The mono- 
graphs will appear at irregular intervals, but 
itis hoped that at least three volumes will be 
published annually. The first three volumes 
will be ‘‘ The Suppression of the African Slave 
Trade to the United States of America,’ a re- 
port by W. E. B. Du Bois, professor in Wil- 
berforce University; ‘‘ The Contest Over the 
Ratification of the Federal Constitution in Mass- 
achusetts,” by S. B. Harding, of Indiana Uni- 
versity; and ‘‘A Critical Study of Nullification 
in South Carolina,” by D. F. Houston, of the 
University of Texas. A contribution to history 
will also be made by Andrew Lang in ‘‘ Pickle 
the Spy,” treating of the mysterious disap- 
pearance of Prince Charles from February 28, 
1749, practically until his father’s death in 1766. 
The singular story of Macallester the spy in 
the last days of the Stuarts is delightfully told 
by the author. The works of literary value 
will be ‘‘ Narada Sifitra: an inquiry into love,” 
translated from the Sanskrit, with an indepen- 
dent commentary, by E. T. Sturdy, the first 
number in a series to be known as J/nadian 
/deals; a cheaper edition of the Library edition 
of ‘‘ The Works of William Morris,” and also 
several of his best-known works in a Popular 
edition; nine new volumes in Longmans’ English 
Classics, of which the separate titles are given 
in the classified list in this issue under the head- 
ing Education, Language, etc., in which de- 
partment also appears a long list of text-books 
on various subjects. Mr. Lang’s new Christmas 
book will be ‘‘ The Animal Story-Book,” to be 
edited by Mr. Lang and to contain plates 
and many illustrations by H. J. Ford. Other 
juveniles announced include a new Golliwogg

A new and enlarged edition of ‘‘ Science Sketch- 
es,” by David Starr Jordan, will include much 
new matter, notably ‘‘ How the Trout Came to 
California.” To offset this more solid reading 
there will be a volume on a quite original plan 
entitled ‘‘ Audiences,” a few suggestions to 
those who look and listen, by Florence P. 
Holden, who in this clever book will become 
interpreter and a reliable guide and friend to 
multitudes of people who, though intelligent, 
lack the skill to discover for themselves the 
nature of beauty an architect, sculptor, painter, 
musician, or poet has put in his work, which at 
once speaks to the initiated or the connoisseur.

vet, the third of her delightful creations of 
childhood, supposed to be the daughter of a 
charming little widow, who lives in Paris, 
which affords Miss Bouvet the opportunity to 
give vivid sketches of life in the lively French 


capital.

long novel, to be called ‘‘ The Other House”; 
H. G. Wells, the imagative author of ‘‘ The 
Time Machine,” has written ‘‘The Wheels 
of Chance,” in which his original fantasies 
will be illustrated by W. Ayton Symington; 
and Margaret Sherwood, whose ‘‘ Experiment 
in Altruism,” proved so pronounced a success, 
has now written a pendant in ‘‘An Experiment 
in Egotism,” in which this instructor in Welles- 
ley has introduced many of the same characters 
who proved so fascinating in her first romance.

with explanatory notes, by Augustine Birrell, 
the text of the poems set in type similar to 
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that used in the Globe editions of Shakespeare, 
Chaucer, etc. ‘‘Old English Ballads”’ will be 
edited with an introduction by Hamilton W. 
Mabie, and will be illustrated by George 
Wharton Edwards. ‘‘ The Works of Sheridan”’ 
will be edited by Mowbray Morris and will be 
issued in the ZAversley Series in two volumes.

L. Frothingham, Jr., also of Princeton; ‘‘ Roman 
Sculpture,’’ by Solomon Reinach, of the Musée 
Saint-Germain; and ‘‘ Latin Inscriptions in Re- 
lation to Literature and Life,” by Minton War- 
ren, of Johns Hopkins University. The new 
volume in Zhe Cambridge Historical Series, 
edited by G. W. Prothero, will be ‘‘ The 
Foundation of the German Empire, 1815-1817,” 
by J. W. Headlam. ‘‘ The Year After the Ar- 
mada” will be a volume of historical studies, 
by Martin A. S. Hume, author of ‘‘ The Court- 
ships of Queen Elizabeth,”’ and editor of the 
‘‘Calendar of Spanish State Papers of Eliza- 
beth in the Public Record Office.””

English Writers,’”’ by Albert S. Cook, of Yale 
University; and several new volumes in 7/e 
Modern Reader's Bible, each with introduction 
by Richard G. Moulton, the editor of the 
series, which will cover Exodus, Judges, 
Kings, Chronicles, Isaiah, Jeremiah, Ezekiel, 
and the minor prophets. A work of great 
dignity and erudition, showing rare famil- 
iarity with history, theology, and econom- 
ics is ‘‘The Law of Civilization and De- 
cay,’ by Brooks Adams, of which there will 
be a new edition, thoroughly revised and par- 
tially rewritten. ‘‘Social Interpretations of 
Principles of Mental Development,” by J. 
Mark Baldwin, of Princeton, will be a con- 
tinuation of ‘‘ Mental Development in the 
Child and the Race, Methods and Processes,” 
a work which has attracted an unusual amount 
of attention in the philosophical journals and 
foreign reviews, and is already regarded asa 
book of international importance.

Abdu El-Yezdi,” a lay of the higher law, by Sir 
Richard F. Burton, composed seven years before 
FitzGerald published his ‘‘Omar” in 1859, but 
not printed until 1880, and even now only in 
existence in a privately printed edition limited 
to 100 copies which appeared in London in 
1894; and ‘‘Sylvie’”’ (Recollections of Valois), 
translated from the French of Gerald de Nerval 
by Lucie Page, which will have a frontispiece 
from an original aquarelle by the young French 
artist André des Gachons, which has been re- 
produced in colors. To the Azébelot Series will 
be added ‘‘ The Rubdiydt of Omar Khayvam,” 
translated into English prose by Justin Huntly 
McCarthy, the only complete English prose 
version extant, which will be preceded by an 
introduction of some forty pages of a study of 
Omar and his translations; and ‘‘ In Defence of 
Guenevere,” a book of lyrics chosen from the 
works of William Morris, making good the 


promise of last year to present the one other 
poet who in his work completes the group of 
Pre-Raphaelite brethren in art and letters. A 
series to be known as the Brocade Series is also 
in preparation, in which will be placed Walter 
Pater’s ‘‘ The Child in the House,’ published 
last year, ‘‘The Pageant of Summer,” by 
Richard Jefferies, and ‘‘ The Story of Amis and 
Amile,” translated by William Morris.

Dr. Geikie has also written 
a work of fiction founded on the Bible, to 
be entitled ‘‘ Ben Ammi,” which purports to 
tell in the form of an autobiography the story 
‘* How to 
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Read the Bible,” by J. Patterson Smith, author 
of ‘*‘ How We Got Our Bible,” will be a guide 
to the history and purpose of the various books 
of the Bible; ‘‘The Symmetry of Scripture,” 
by Rt. Rev. William Carpenter Bompas, Bishop 
of Selkirk, will contain passages of Scripture 
with notes, passages of Scripture symmetrically 
arranged, extracts from the Prayer-Book, and 
the language of the New Testament systemat- 
ically arranged. They will issue immedi- 
ately ‘‘ A Book of Offices and Prayers for the 
Clergy,” compiled by the presbyters of the 
church, intended to provide a collection of 
prayers that shall supplement the Book of 
Common Prayer in the hands of the parish 
priest in his daily ministrations, and also con- 
taining offices from the Book of Common 
Prayer and readings from the Bible; also 
‘* Words for the Church,” a paper for distribu- 
tion, by the Rev. Edgar G. Murphy. Volumes 
of religious poetry will include ‘* Vesper Bells, 
and other verses and poems,” by Rev. H. G. 
Batterson; ‘‘ Not Changed, but Glorified, and 
other verses,” by Canon J. H. Knowles; ‘‘ The 
Paschal,” a new edition of these poems for pas- 
sion-tide and Easter, ina pretty blue-and-gold 
edition; and ‘‘ Christian Ballads,” by Rt. Rev. 
A. Cleveland Coxe. the late Bishop of Western 
New York. ‘* OurChildren: what they teach us 
and what we teach them,” by Mrs. Charles Pick- 
ells, is intended especially for mothers but also 
for all interested in the welfare of children. 
New works brought out in the interest of Sun- 
day-school workers will be a new series of 
‘*Sunday-School Instruction Books in the 
Prayer-Book,” by Rev. H. H. Oberly, of Eliza- 
beth, N. J.; new editions of Rev. Walker 
Gwynne’s ‘‘ Sunday-school Text-Books”; ‘‘A 
Question-Book for Children on the Old Testa- 
ment,” by Mrs.C. H. Smith; and a new work 
for Sunday-schools by the Rev. W. H. Pott, 
vicar of St. Thomas’s Chapel, which has not 
yet received its title. They call special atten- 
tion to a new line of the Bagster Bibles for 
which they are the American agents, to be 
known as the Flexile edition. Bibles bound in 
the *‘ flexile”’ style may be folded right back 
and even rolled up asa roll of music, without 
receiving the slightest damage; and they will 
bear this treatment permanently. Moreover, 
the new method is as applicable to the cheaper 
as to the more expensive styles. The lines now 
bound in ‘‘ flexile”’ style ‘range from the pearl 
16° to the emerald 8°.

W. P. Merrill, of Chicago, will be brought out 
uniform with a little volume entitled ‘‘ Guid- 
ance in Prayer,” published last season. *‘ The 
Resurrection of Christ,” by Rev. Dr. J. H. 
Brooks, of St. Louis; and ‘‘ American Presby- 
terianism in its Development and Growth,” by 
Rev. Dr. R. M. Patterson, are all interesting 
announcements in religious works. A new 
Sunday-school book is promised in ‘‘ Alice and 
Her Two Friends,” which will be attractively 
illustrated, 


Preston & Rounps, Providence, R. I., will 
issue shortly ‘‘ Revolutionary Defence in Rhode 
Island,” by Edward Field, a historical account 
of the fortifications and beacons erected during 
the American Revolution, with muster-rolls of 
the companies stationed along the Narragan- 
sett Bay, with many maps, plans, and illustra- 
tions; also, ‘‘A Summer Visit of Three Rhode 
Islanders to the Massachusetts Bay in 1651,” 
an account of the visit of Dr. John Clarke, 
Obadiah Holmes, and John Crandall, of New- 
port, to William Witter, of Swampscott, its in- 
nocent purpose and its painful consequences. 


G. P. PurnaAm’s Sons will this year make a 
Surrey edition of Irving’s ‘‘ Bracebridge Hall,” 
to be uniform in general style with the Buck- 
thorne edition of ‘‘ The Tales of a Traveller,” 
published last year. The edition will be print- 
ed from new plates and embellished with 
borders, printed in colors, specially designed 
by Margaret Armstrong. The photogravures 
which will illustrate these descriptions of rural 
England have been specially prepared for this 
edition from drawings by F. S. Church, the 
late Charles S. Reinhart, Harry Sandham, 
A. Rackham, etc. The work will be in two 
volumes, and there will also be an edition of 
100 numbered sets with the illustrations printed 
on Japan paper. An illustrated volume is also 
in preparation of ‘‘ Stories and Legends from 
Washington Irving,” which will comprise 
‘“‘The Story of Dolph MHeyliger,” ‘‘ The

rents of the Second Empire,” by Albert D. Van- 
dam. A work of biography distinct from 
history willbe ‘‘ The Lifeof Edward Hodges,”’ 
director in music of Sydney Sussex College, 
Cambridge, England, and organist and director 
from 1839 to 1859 of Trinity Parish, New York 
City, a memoir prepared by his daughter, 
Faustina H. Hodges, which will have thirty- 
three illustrations. Description will be repre- 
sented by ‘‘ The West Indies and the Spanish 
Main,” by James Rodway ; ‘‘ The Country of 
Horace and Virgil,” by Gaston Boissier, of the 
French Academy, translated by D. Havelock

author and Thomas Hardy incollaboration, and

expected historical study by Ezra Hoyt Bying- 
ton, Memberof the American Society of Church 
History, entitled ‘‘ The Puritan in England 
and New England,” with three portraits of 
Puritans; *‘Old Colony Days,” by May Alden 
Ward; and ‘‘ The Paragraph History of the 
United States,” by Edward Abbott, revised 
to date, are just ready. In poetry the an- 
nouncements cover a third series of Emily

by T. S. Sullivant, a combination of talent 
is well known to readers of Zife. For chil- 
dren there will be three stories by Robert 
Howard Russell, to be entitled ‘‘ The Delft 
Cat, and other stories,” profusely illustrated 
by F. Berkeley Smith. 
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ScoTT, FORESMAN & Co., Chicago, have in 
preparation ‘‘ Primitive Buddhism, its origin 
and teachings,” a book by Mrs. Elizabeth A. 
Reed, which claims to present, in as brief a 
manner as is consistent with accuracy, the 
authoritative teachings of primitive Buddhism 
as found in the sacred books of the East, the 
official documents of the early Buddhists, and 
elsewhere. Recently-awakened interest in the 
philosophies of the East, and especially in the 
subject of Buddhism, must make this a timely 
work.

This firm is also pre- 
paring an edition of the ‘‘ Lincoln and Douglas 
Political Speeches and Debates,” with an ex- 
haustive index. 


CHARLES SCRIBNER’S SONS have in prepara- 
tion a great number of books, the list being 
especially rich in important illustrated works. 
Giorgio Vasari’s ‘‘ Lives of the Painters,’’ ed- 
ited and annotated by E. H. and E. W. Blash- 
field and A. A. Hopkins, will be issued in four 
volumes with photogravure reproductions of 
masterpieces of Italian painting and sculpture. 
The present editors have worked for two years 
in preparing what must long remain the defini- 
tive English edition of Vasari’s classic work. 
In some instances the annotations amount to a 
substantial rewriting of the lines, while an ad- 
ditional feature of the work is a series of criti- 
cal characterizations of some of the more notable 
artists. ‘‘ France Under Louis xIv.,” translated 
from Emile Bourgeois’s book entitled ‘‘ Le 
Grand Siécle,” is an altogether notable work 
based upon the writings of Voltaire, Saint 
Simon, Madame de Sévigné, etc., distinguished 
alike for the historical value of its contents 
and for the richness and profuseness of its illus- 
trations, which have been drawn from every 
source, public and private, and of which the 
London Spectator says: ‘‘ They are an education 
in themselves.” An important scientific work, 
to be issued in three volumes, of which one is 
nearly ready, will be ‘‘An Illustrated Flora,” 
by N. L. Britton, Emeritus professor of botany 
of Columbia University, and Addison Brown, 
president of the Torrey Botanical Club. This 
is the first complete illustrated flora to be pub- 
lished in this country, and will cover the north- 
ern United States and the British possessions 
from Newfoundland to the southern boundary 
of Virginia, and from the Atlantic westward to 
the Rocky Mountains. Its aim is to illustrate 
and describe every species—4ooo in number— 
recognized as distinct by botanists and growing 
wild within the area adopted. Another very 
important illustrated work will be issued in 
‘‘Scribner’s History of the United States,” 
which has now been thoroughly revised. A 
fifth, yolume will be added covering the time 
since the Civil War, one of the most important 
epochs in American history. The work will 
contain about 1600 illustrations, and will be 
published only by subscription. The well- 
known books ‘‘On the Border with Crook,” 
ty Captain John G. Bourke, ‘‘Among Can. 
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nibals,” by Carl Lumholtz, ‘‘ Two Years in a 
Jungle,” by W. T. Hornaday, and ‘ Travels 
Among the Great Andes of the Equator,” will 
all be issued in uniform style in a series to 
be called the Library of Contemporary Explo- 
vation and Adventure. ‘‘Sports in the Alps,” 
by W. A. Baillie-Grohman, will be a volume of 
rare interest and importance in which the au- 
thor will tell of the chase of the chamois, red- 
deer, black-cock, etc., as a hunter of experience 
and a writer of great charm. ‘‘Climbs in 
the New Zealand Alps,” by Edward A. Fitz- 
gerald, will be a record of exploration and 
adventure full of privations, difficulties, haz- 
ards, and triumphs. It will be embellished 
with over sixty illustrations by Joseph Pen- 
nell, H. G. Willink, and A. D. McCormick, 
and also reproductions from photographs. 
‘The History of the Last Quarter Century 
in the United States, 1870-1895,” by E. Ben- 
jamin Andrews, of Brown University, revised 
and increased in size since its publication 
in Scribner's Magazine, will be issued in two 
volumes with 350 illustrations. ‘‘My Village,” 
by E. Boyd Smith, will graphically describe 
a little French village in which fétes, diver- 
sions, and occupations abound. The author 
has furnished for the work nearly 150 origi- 
nal drawings. ‘‘ The Edge of the Orient,” by 
Robert Howard Russell, will present an inter- 
esting account of a trip along the picturesque 
coast of Dalmatia and Montenegro, continu- 
ing through Constantinople and, the eastern 
coast of Asia Minor to Cairo and the Nile. It 
will contain 130 illustrations, chiefly from 
photographs by the author. A long line 
of illustrated fiction will include ‘‘In Ole 
Virginia,’”’ containing Thomas Nelson Page’s 
‘*Marse Chan,” ‘‘ Meh Lady,” ‘‘ Polly,” ‘‘ Une’ 
Edinburg,” ‘‘Old Stracted,” and ‘‘No Haid 
Pawn,” with twenty-four full-page illustrations 
by A. B. Frost, Howard Pyle, W. T. Smedley, 
C. S. Reinhart, A. Castaigne, and B. W. Cline- 
dinst; ‘‘The Sprightly Romance of Marsac,” 
by Molly Elliot Seawell, fully illustrated by 
Gustave Verbeck, a story of the Bohemian 
Latin Quarter, said to recall Murger; ‘‘Sen- 
timental Tommy,” James M. Barrie’s story, 
illustrated by William Hatherell, which has 
just closed a most successful careerin Scribner's 
Magazine; ‘*Mrs. Cliff's Yacht,’’ by Frank R. 
Stockton, a kind of sequel to ‘‘ The Adventures 
of Captain Horn,” illustrated by A. Forestier; 
‘*Love in Old Cloathes, and other stories,” by 
the late Henry C. Bunner, with twelve full- 
page illustrations by A. Castaigne, W. T. Smed- 
ley, and Orson Lowell, a volume which will bring 
into permanent form some of the strongest short 
stories the author ever wrote ; also, ‘‘An Inter- 
national Mystery, and other sketches,” by j. A. 
Mitchell, five short stories illustrated by C. D. 
Gibson, A. B. Frost, F. T. Richards, and the 
author. In unillustrated fiction the announce- 
ments are almost equally interesting. ‘‘A 
Tragic Idyl,” by Paul Bourget, is an elaborate 
social study ; ‘‘ The Rogue’s March” will be 
another of E. W. Hornung’s Australian ro- 
mances. The collected works of several au- 
thors of fiction, poetry, and general literature 
will be issued this fall. The ZAistle edition of 
the works of J. M. Barrie will be in eight 
volumes, including ‘‘ Sentimental Tommy” and 
‘““ Margaret Ogilvie,” a sketch of the author’s 
mother written with loving hand. The lat- 
ter is also issued separately, while the col- 





lected works are sold only by subscription. 
‘* The Complete Poems of H.C. Bunner”’ will 
be published with an introduction by his inti- 
mate friend, Brander Matthews. The 7’istle 
edition of Robert Louis Stevenson’s works in 
twenty-one volumes will also be sold only by 
subscription. Thelast volume of his ‘‘ Fables,” 
however, may be had separately in uniform 
style with the ‘‘ Vailima Letters.” ‘‘In the 
South Seas” will be a volume specially made 
up of material gathered by Stevenson during 
cruises in 1888 and 1889 in the yacht Casco. 
The Sadine edition of ‘‘ The Works of Eugene 
Field’ will be in ten volumes, sold only by 
subscription. There will also be two new vol- 
umes by Field entitled ‘‘Songs and Other 
Verse” and ‘‘Second Book of Tales,’’ which 
will be sold separately, as well as a new 
edition of his ‘‘ The Holy Cross,” to which 
five additional tales have been added. A 
new and cheaper edition is also promised of 
J. G. Holland’s most popular works. Besides 
the foregoing they will also supply the Ameri- 
can market with the new edition, in 34 vol- 
umes, of the complete works of George Mere- 
dith, edited and revised by the author. Of 
this edition there will be only 1000 sets for 
sale in this country. ‘‘ One of the Visconti,” 
by Eva Wilder McGlasson Brodhead, of which 
the hero isa young Kentuckian travelling in 
Naples, and ‘‘A Book of Martyrs,” by Cor- 
nelia Atwood Pratt, will be the new volumes 
in the /vory Series. History will be repre- 
sented by Rawlinson’s translation of ‘‘ He- 
rodotus,” in two volumes; ‘‘A History of 
China,” by S. Wells Williams, of Yale Uni- 
versity; a series of six volumes to be known 
as the Oxford Manuals of English History, 
covering from ‘‘The Making of the Eng- 
lish Nation, 55 Bc.,” to ‘‘The Making of 
the British Empire, 1714-1732,” and written by 
C. G. Robertson, W. H. Hutton, C. W. C. 
Oman, G. W. Powers, G. H. Wakeling, and 
A. Hassall ; ‘‘ The Middle Period” will be the 
new volume in the American History Series, 
covering the period from 1815 to the Civil War, 
and written by Prof. John W. Burgess, of 
Columbia. who will also write the final volume 
of the series to be devoted to ‘‘ The Civil War 
and the Reconstruction,”’; ‘‘ Europe in the 
Middle Ages” will be : Oliver J. Thatcher 
and Ferdinand Schwill, of the University of 
Chicago; ‘‘Louis Napoleon and Mlle. de Mon- 
tijo” will be the first volume of a series long 
contemplated by Imbert de Saint Amand, to be 
devoted to the court of Napoleon I1I.; ‘‘ Mar- 
tha Washington ” will be written up by Annie 
Hollingsworth Wharton for the series of 
Women of Colonial and Revolutionary Times ; 
and ‘‘ Colonial Days in Old New York” will 
be treated by Mrs. Alice Morse Earle. Of 
political interest will be ‘‘The Near East,’ 
by Henry Norman, fully illustrated; and 
‘*Problems of Modern Democracy,” bv E. 
L. Godkin. Of artistic and esthetic value 
will be ‘‘ The Sense of Beauty,” by George 
Santayana, a psychological explanation of 
the perceiving sense which is satisfied with 
things of beauty; and ‘‘ How to Listen to 
Music,” by H. E. Krehbiel, a book, thoroughly 
popular in style, addressed to all music-lovers. 
A series in twelve volumes is in contemplation, 
to be known as Periods of European Literature, 
of which four will appear this season. T7he 
Warwick Library of English Literature will bea 
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series of English literature guide-books, in 
which each volume will be devoted to the his- 
tory of some single literary growth, including 
representative illustrations. In general and 
miscellaneous works the announcements in- 
clude ‘* The National Cook-Book,’’ a new work 
by Marion Harland and her daughter Christine 
Terhune Herrick; ‘‘ Thomas Arnold and the 
Contemporary Educational Movement in Eng- 
land,” by J. G. Fitch, a new volume in 7%e 
Great Educator Series; ‘‘An Introduction to 
Sociology,” by Arthur Fairbanks, of Yale Uni- 
versity; and ‘‘ Winning Whist,” by Emery 
Boardman, following the lines of Cavendish, 
but introducing many innovations by the au- 
thor. A notable work both of art and litera- 
ture is announced under the title ‘‘ Onthe Trail 
of Don Quixote,” by A. F. Jaccaci, with 130 
illustrations by Daniel Vierge, a volume the 
outgrowth of long friendship between the au- 
thor and the artist. The book will not follow 
Don Quixote’s wanderings in detail, but will 
endeavor to describe hiscountry as it is to-day, 
with incidental allusions to such scenes as are 
easily recognizable. The abundant illustrations 
have taken three years to complete. An es- 
pecially interesting announcement is the long- 
promised ‘‘ Biography of John Gibson Lock- 
hart,” by Andrew Lang. This volume will be 
embellished with four engraved portraits, seven 
colored plates and other illustrations. The 
Scribners always put out valuable religious and 
philosophic works, and are no way behind their 
average in that direction this year. Edmond 
Stapfer’s ‘‘ Jesus Christ Before His Ministry,” 
a ‘‘spiritual biograpby tracing the awakening 
of the Messianic consciousness in the Carpenter 
of Nazareth,” has been translated by Lou'se 
Seymour Houghton; ‘* God Creator and Lord 
of All” is by Samuel Harris, of Yale Univer- 
sity; ‘‘ With Open Face,” by A. B. Bruce, 
treats of the spirit and teachings of Christ 
selected from the records of the evangelists ; 
‘The Power of Thought,” by John Douglas 
Sterrett, will interest all and satisfy many who 
are looking for a clear exposition of psychology 
and religious feeling ; the second volume of 
‘‘The History of the Hebrew People,” by 
Prof. C. F. Kent, will complete the work; 
‘*Schopenhauer’s System in its Philosophical 
Significance ” will be interpreted by Prof. Wm. 
Caldwell, of Northwestern University ; ‘‘ Ele- 
ments of Psychology ” and ‘‘ Elements of Gen- 
eral Philosophy,” both by Prof. George 
Groom Robertson, will be added to the Umnz- 
versity Series; Prof. G. P. Fisher’s ‘‘ History 
of Christain Doctrine”’ has just been issued 
in the J/nternational Theological Library, and 
Prof. A. V. G. Allen’s ‘‘ Christian Institutions ”’ 
is now in press intended for that series. ‘‘St. 
Luke,” by Rev. Alfred Plummer, will be added 
to Zhe International Critical Commentary, and 
there is in press a revised edition with im- 
portant additions of Dr. Charles A. Briggs’s 
‘‘Higher Criticism of the Hexateuch.” A 
number of books for the young people are also 
promised. ‘‘ The Field-DeKoven Song-Book”’ 
will be composed of verses for children by 
Eugene Field, set to music by De Koven, 
Arthur Foote, George W. Chadwick, W. W. 
Gilchrist, Edgar S. Kelley, Gerrit Smith, C, 
B. Hawley, and other composers; ‘‘ The Ameri- 
can Boy’s Book of Sport’ will be an entire- 
ly new book of outdoor games for all seasons, 
written and illustrated by Dan C. Beard; a 


new edition of Mrs. Mary Mapes Dodge’s 
‘*Hans Brinker; or, the silver skates,” is to be 
illustrated with upwards of 100 illustrations by 
Allan B. Doggett; ‘‘ Through Swamp and 
Glade,” a tale of the Seminole war, by Victor 
Perard, will appear in the White Conqueror 
Series, and W. H. Frost will prepare ‘‘ The 
Court of King Arthur,” a set of stories from 
the land of the Round Table on the same plan 
as his ‘‘ Wagner Story-Book,” the great success 
of last year, the new book to be illustrated by 
S. R. Burleigh. For remaining titles the classi- 
fied list must be consulted under the heading 
Juvenile Literature. 


CHARLES SCRIBNER’S SONS’ IMPORTATIONS.— 
The line of books imported by the Messrs. 
Scribner for the fall trade is an excellent one 
from a literary standpoint. Very handsome- 
ly made works of description seem to stand 
out on a rapid reading of the publishers’ 
announcements. ‘‘ From North Pole to the 
Equator,” studies of wild life and scenes in 
many lands, by Alfred Edmund Brehm, the 
celebrated author of ‘‘ Thierleben,” translated 
by Margaret R. Thomson, and edited by J. 
Arthur R. Thompson, will have eighty-three il- 
lustrations from original drawings. ‘‘ The 
Great Rift Valley,” by J. W. Gregory, is a 
brilliant narrative of travel and of natural his- 
tory, by J. W. Gregory, describing a journey 
to Baringo and Mount Kenya in British East 
Africa, and giving accounts of the geography, 
geology, native races, fauna and flora of the 
region, to be issued with many maps and illus- 
trations. ‘‘The Heart of a Continent” isa 
narrative of travels in Manchuria, the Hima- 
layas, etc., from 1884to 1894, by Captain Frank 
Younghusband, with illustrations by A. D. 
McCormack; and a most fascinating book is 
‘‘A Wandering Scholar in the Levant,” by 
David A. Hogarth, of Magdalen College, Ox- 
ford, describing first the trials of a scholar and 
then the trip he took for needed rest, which led 
him as far as Egypt. In biography the im- 
portations include a new edition in one volume 
of Prof. Pasquale Villari’s ‘‘ Life and Timesof 
Savonarola,”’ with all the portraits and illus- 
trations; and a fourth edition of the late 
John Addington Symonds’s translation of 
‘“The Life of Benvenuto Cellini,” also in 
one volume. ‘‘The Most Gorgeous Lady 
Blessington,” by J. Fitzgerald Molloy is in 
two volumes, with an autogravure portrait 
of Lady Blessington; ‘‘My Confidences: an 
autobiographical sketch addressed to my de- 
scendants,”’ is a most interesting volume of 
reminiscences, chiefly literary, by the late 
Frederick Locker Lampson, edited by Augus- 
tine Birrell; ‘‘ The Life of Thoreau,” by H. S. 
Salt, with a bibliography by J. P. Anderson, 
of the British Museum, is the new volume in 
the Library edition of the Great Writers; and 
the same author has written a biographical 
study of Percy Bysshe Shelley. There is also 
a new edition in six volumes of Samuel John- 
son’s ‘‘ Lives of the Poets,” edited by Andrew 
Waugh, and ‘‘ The Life of Laurence Sterne,” 
by Percy Fitzgerald, in two volumes.

Recently 
‘‘The Master Craftsman,’’ Walter Besant’s 
graceful love-story of London and Wapping, 
was issued; and his new story, ‘‘ The City of 
Refuge,” dealing chiefly with incidents occur- 
ring ina community in the State of New York, 
and introducing the supernatural, has also 
been secured. ‘‘The Herb Moon,” by John

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talented author’s best vein, abounding in wit 
and introducing a character through whom 
the author will speak much good sense and 
excellent philosophy in strong rustic language;

Dr. Coyle’s volume, “The Spirit in Literature and Life,” has won so 
generous and hearty a welcome that, in response to the wish of many 
friends and admirers, another volume has been prepared, containing fifteen 
characteristic discourses by Dr. Coyle. The tities of these indicate in some 
degree the wealth and variety of the book: The First Christmas Duty, an 
Advent Sermon; The Expectancy of Faith, an Advent Sermon; The 
Origins of Jesus; The Temptation; Prayer; The Golden Rule; Jesus and 
Modern Hellenism ; The Transfigured and Transfiguring Cross ; The Prince 
of Life; The Enthronement of Jesus; Jesus, Teacher and Lord; The 
Fulness of God; The Imperialism of Christianity ; The Deluge; The Wine 
Tilters. 

These discourses may be described as on the high plane and command- 
ing the wide horizon of thought which distinguish the writings of Dr. 
Munger, Dr. Gordon, Dr. Gladden, Dr. Harris; and they appeal toa large 
and growing constituency of earnest, truth-seeking readers. The value of 
the book is much increased by the full and admirable biographical sketch 
of Dr. Coyle by his friend Dr. Gates, president of Iowa College. 


Walter Camp and Lorin F. Deland. 


Football. By WaLTeR Camp and Lorin F. DELAND. In Three Parts. 
Illustrated with more than fifty diagrams and plans. 1 volume, crown 
8vo. 

Mr. Camp has been since 1880 the leading football coach at Yale Uni- 
versity, and Mr. Deland has been for the last four years a most prominent 
coach of the Harvard University football players. The present work is 
the result of their joint collaboration, and is unquestionably the most thor- 
ough and important treatise on the subject which has yet been written. It 
represents a labor of over a year by each of its authors. It consists of 
three parts, the first of which is football as seen from the spectators’ seats, 
and represents the game as the public regards it. Part II. is the players’ 
section, and gives all the information needed by the beginner. It treats of 
the fundamentals of the game, of the play of the various positions, of the 
relationship between positions, of team play, and of training. There are 
chapters on blocking, breaking through, interfering for the runner, open- 
ing holes in the line, kicking, etc. Part. III. is the advanced science of the 
game. In this section are considered the problems of generalship, of field 
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tactics, of development and method in team coaching. It is addressed “To 
the Coach,” and is undoubtedly the ablest exposition of scientific football 
ever made. 

With the book are numerous diagrams: a diagram of the general coach- 
ing system for the season, diagrams of the ordering of the game upon the 
field, diagrams of team development, half a dozen training diagrams, and 
over fifty diagrams of plays. The book is very comprehensive, and really 
exhausts the subject of one of the most enjoyable of American sports, which, 
in addition to the element of skill in the player, has all the tactical 
possibilities of war.

Mrs. Fields has naturally, almost inevitably, come into more or less inti- 
mate relations with most of the famous American authors of the last half of 
this century ; also with many illustrious English writers. From her memo- 
ries of these, reinforced by letters, she has written very interesting papers 
on Longfellow, Emerson, Holmes, Mrs. Thaxter, Mrs. Stowe, Whittier, and 
Tennyson. Those who have read her admirable paper on Mrs. Stowe in 
the July Aé/antic will readily believe that these have a value and charm 
which formal biography sometimes misses, since they record the unstudied, 
natural expressions of character when the mind is free from any necessity 
or temptation to pose ; and hence they throw a very attractive and welcome 
light on authors whom we admire, and men and women whom we love.

These volumes are among the best in the series which Mr. Fiske has. 
written on American history. He has almost revolutionized the writing of 
our history, and quite revolutionized the reading of it. Under his firm and 
luminous treatment, the domain of history becomes an orderly panorama of 
men and events, and the reader beholds the sequence and the evolution of 
incidents, great and small, influenced and participated in by the men who 
shared the national movement. All is life, and through all is a well defined 
order. This Mr. Fiske brings out clearly, and this gives to his work a rare 
degree of reality. 

To supplement Mr. Fiske’s admirable descriptions, and give completeness 
to his masterly account of the causes and course of the American Revolu- 
tion, these volumes have been profusely illustrated with portraits, maps, 
plans of battles, pictures of historic buildings and scenes, medals, facsimiles 
of important documents, etc. These have been procured after careful and 
extended search, and in their wide variety and great number, as well as 
their authentic character, they form a very important addition to the value 
and interest of the work. The object has been, not to embellish the volumes 
with pictures, but to reproduce in the various art features whatever would 
illustrate and emphasize the historic characteristics of the epoch. Mr. Fiske 
has heartily codperated in the effort to make the work complete in this 
respect. The two volumes are printed from new plates on high-class paper, 
and are bound in a style befitting their character. 

The Large-paper Edition presents the work in all the perfection of 
the most artistic book-making. It is uniform with the Large-paper Edi- 
tion of “ The Discovery of America,” and is admirably adapted to exten-

He purports to be a negro, but is really an Arab, and he has 
the mysterious power of talking with animals. The children win his secret, 
and they too can hear the animals in conversation. So are heard and 
reported stories told by the horse, the dog, the white pig, and others, — 
stories curiously interwoven with the family history. There is great dra- 
matic art in the telling of the stories, and much capital reproduction of 
negro life. It is a thoroughly interesting book, and Mr. Herford’s charac- 
teristic illustrations, full of spirit and humor as well as art, add to its rare 
attractiveness.

Except “ Uncle Remus” himself, no person has stepped out of old

“ Boswell’s Life of Johnson.” With portraits and facsimiles. 1 vol.

Dr. Hill has opened an exceedingly interesting field of literary exploration 
and reminiscence, and has produced an unusually attractive volume. Nearly 
fifty famous persons are embraced in his delightful “ Talks,” including 
Miss Edgeworth, Miss Austen, Harriet Martineau, Lamb, Ruskin, Glad- 
stone, Matthew Arnold, Sir Thomas Browne, Professor Jowett, Cowper, 
Daniel O’Connell, Miss Mitford, Renan, Cardinal Newman, Sir Henry 
Irving, Southey, De Quincey, ‘Chinese’? Gordon, Macaulay, Lord 
Brougham, John Bright, Cobden, Washington, Mrs. Hemans, Dante 
Gabriel Rossetti, Dr. Johnson, Leigh Hunt, Bulwer, Garrison, and many 
others. This list well indicates the varied interest of the book. In un- 
skilled hands it would become largely a catalogue of eminent names; but 
Dr. Hill by his wide information and literary art transforms it into a noble 
company of wise and delightful men and women.

George Fox. By Tuomas Honpckin, D. C. L. In the Leaders of 
Religion Series, With a portrait.

George Fox belongs without question among Leaders of Religion, and 
this account of his life, work, and character is one of the most interesting 
in the series to which it belongs. It appeals primarily to Friends, but his 
life was so noble and the distinctive quality of his religion so pure that all 
thoughtful readers must be strongly attracted by it. A portrait of Fox by 
Sir Peter Lely adds to the interest of the book. 


Victor Hugo. 


Letters of Victor Hugo. Edited by PAut MEeEvurRIce. 2 vols. 8vo, care- 
fully printed, and bound in handsome library style. 


The great fame of Victor Hugo and his high rank in literature lend pecu- 
liar interest to these volumes, which will quite surely be among the most 
important issues of the coming season. The letters comprise Hugo’s un- 
published correspondence from his youth to the end of his life, arranged by 
M. Paul Meurice, his literary executor. Vol. I. will contain (1) his letters, 
while a student in Paris, to his father; (2) letters to his young wife, a very 
delightful collection ; (3) letters to various persons; (4) an important and 
deeply interesting series of about fifty letters to Sainte-Beuve, which have 
a unique kind of romantic attraction from the fact that the distinguished 
critic was in love with Madame Hugo; (s§) a charming set of letters to 
his children, Leopoldine and Charles; and (6) in an Appendix several 
letters to M. Pinaud, Secretary to the Académie des Jeux Floraux, Tou- 
louse, 
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Vol. II. will include his letters in exile to Ledru-Rollin, Mazzini, Gari- 
baldi, and Lamartine, with many of curious autobiographical and literary 
interest. The arrangement is generally chronological, except in cases 
where there is an interesting set of letters to one person, — these are kept 
together. If any assurance of the remarkable attractions of these Letters 
were needed, it is quite sufficient to say that Victor Hugo wrote them.

The Spoils of Poynton. A Novel. By HEnry JAmMEs, author of “ The 
Portrait of a Lady,” “The Tragic Muse,” etc. 1 vol. crown 8vo, $1.50. 


While this novel, under another name, was appearing serially in 7he 
Atlantic, one critic spoke of it as containing ‘some of the most delightful 
bits of characterization and exact English to be found in modern fiction.” 
This is unquestionably true of Mr. James’s new story as of those with which 
he has heretofore charmed all appreciative readers, and enriched English 
literature. He has always held himself to a high standard of literary achieve- 
ment and has been rewarded with the amplest success and the consequent 
admiration of those whose judgment anticipates the lasting verdict of Time. 
“The Spoils of Poynton” is a story of English characters and scenes, told 
with that high perfection of manner and that fascination of style which mark 
Mr. James’s best work.

The Country of the Pointed Firs. By SARAH ORNE JEWETT, author of 
“The Life of Nancy,” “ Deephaven,” “ A White Heron,” etc. 1 vol. 
16mo. 

This book shows Miss Jewett at her best. It reveals in a delightful way 
those characteristics of her writings which make them equally attractive 
and satisfying to her circle of readers. It is not a novel, hardly a series of 
stories, but a group of story-sketches purporting to grow out of a summer 
on the coast of Maine and the adjacent islands. The landlady, her mother 
and brother, and other persons figure in them, yet not as characters in fiction 
but as wonderfully real, and, in their different ways, wonderfully interesting. 
There are several stories which are exceedingly attractive, but no less so 
are Miss Jewett’s descriptions of the people and customs of the villages and 
the islands, and her charmingly humorous yet entirely sympathetic observa- 
tions on the oddities which the summer and the locality disclosed. In short, 
it is a book which will be very welcome to Miss Jewett’s many admirers. 


Rose Hawthorne Lathrop. 


Some Memories of Hawthorne. By his daughter, Rost HAWTHORNE 
LATHROP. I vol. I2mo. 

Every addition to our knowledge of Hawthorne is peculiarly welcome. 
Admiration for his genius has caused many a reader to wish for fuller infor- 
mation concerning him as a man. His daughter in this book gives many a 
glimpse of him, especially as a father, which will be very gratifying. Her 
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pride and delight in him will find sympathetic appreciation in a host of 
Hawthorne’s admirers. Her reminiscences cover the term of Hawthorne's 
residence in Liverpool as United States Consul, from 1853 to 1858 ; his 
years of travel in France and Italy, 1858-1860 ; and his last years in Con- 
cord, 1860-1864. 


Jeanie Gould Lincoln. 


A Genuine Girl. By JEANIE GouLp LINcoLN, author of “ Marjorie’s 
Quest,” etc. 1 vol. 16mo. 

‘‘Marjorie’s Quest” was one of the most popular and most wholesome 
stories of its time. Not a few of those who read it with eager interest will 
welcome “ A Genuine Girl,” which is in some sense a sequel to it, though 
entirely complete in itself. Marjorie herself reappears, now a middle-aged 
woman, wife of the boy-lover of the former story, and mother of the heroine 
of this. The husband is a United States Senator of the noble type which 
lends a grace to fiction. There are views of Washington army life, a Yale 
ball-game, a New London boat-race, and lovers, of course. In short, a very 
readable story, well worth reading. 


Thornton K. Lothrop. 


William H. Seward. By Tuornron K. Lotrurop. In the American 
Statesmen Series. 1 vol. 16mo, gilt top, $1.25; half morocco, $2.50. 
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Mr. Seward belongs unquestionably in the ranks of great American states- 
men. As Governor of New York, United States Senator, and Secretary of 
State, he was obliged to deal with questions of great importance and of seri- 
ous practical difficulty; and he brought to these the grasp of a true states- 
man as well as a high degree of intellectual power, unusual political phi- 
losophy, and a broad, comprehensive patriotism. Mr. Lothrop tells the 
story of his career and achievements with generous appreciation, and his 
volume is an excellent addition to a strong series of biographies which have 
won a high degree of popular favor. 


A. Lawrence Lowell. 


Governments and Parties of Continental Europe. By A. LAwRENcE 
LowWELL, author of “ Essays on Government.” 2 vols. 8vo. 

An indispensable book to students of government and politics, for it con- 
tains a first-hand study, made in each country, of the governmental ma- 
chinery, especially the administrative and legislative machinery, of France, 
Germnay, Switzerland, Austria-Hungary, and Italy, and it shows wherein 
each of these governments differs from the others and from our own. 
Especially is the book instructive to Americans, for it is from the American 
point of view that the author has written. Mr. Lowell has made an expla- 
nation of Continental politics and governments similar —as a study of 
government — to Mr. Bryce’s explanation of our own. There is no other 
book that covers the same ground, and none so sure to broaden the political 
horizon of American students of politics ; for it lifts this great study to its 
proper plane by applying the comparative method.

For the first time Mr. Lowell’s Complete Poetical Works now appear in a 

single volume. This is uniform with the Cambridge Edition of the poetical 
works of Longfellow, Whittier, and Holmes, which are accepted as ideal 
books for including a large amount of matter in convenient form and attrac- 
tive typography. The editorial treatment is the same as that of the other 
Cambridge editions. The text is preceded by a biographical sketch, and the 
book is equipped with short notes and an index of first lines. The great 
variety included in this volume, as well as its high and strong poetic charac- 
ter, is remarkable. It ranges from simple lyrics through thoughtful and 
uplifting patriotic and religious poems, through the unique, wise, irresistible 
“ Biglow Papers,” to the majestic Commemoration Ode, which celebrated 
the lofty principles and high heroism of the War for the Union, and which 
has been called “the high-water mark of American poetry.” 


Percival Lowell. 


Annals of the Lowell Observatory. Vol.I. With Maps and other 
Illustrations: some in colors, Large quarto. 


This volume contains a description of the Lowell Observatory at Flagstaff, 
Arizona, and of its work on the planet Mars in 1894-95. It includes articles 
on The South Polar Cap, by PERcitvat Lowe tt ; The Seas of Mars, by Prof. 
W. H. Pickerinc; The Ellipticity of the Planet, with apparent evidence of 
a Twilight Arc, by PercivaL LowetL; Canals and Oases, by PERcIVAL 
LowELL; Canals in the Dark Regions, by A. E. DouGLass; Terminate 
Observations, showing clouds, by A. E. DoucLtass; Maps of the Planet, by 
PERCIVAL LOWELL; with many of the original drawings reproduced, both 
plain and in colors. 

This statement of the contents of the volume suggests its scientific impor- 
tance and its peculiar interest.

A-Birding on a Bronco. By FLorence A. MErRRIAM, author of “ Birds 
through an Opera Glass,” and “My Summer in a Mormon Village.” 
With numerous illustrations. 1 vol. 16mo. 

In this book Miss Merriam, who is one of the most loyal of bird-lovers and 
one of the most accurate of observers, writes entertainingly of birds and 
their nests in Southern California. She treats a field not traversed before 
by one so competent as she to observe and describe it ; and lovers of Nature, 
especially lovers of birds, will find the little book full of charm, even though to 
many of them the birds described and pictured are more or less unfamiliar.

Miss Molineux has put students of Browning under lasting obligation. It 
is believed that this book, which originated in the Browning Society of Bos- 
ton, contains all the quotable passages of Browning's works, arranged and 
indexed under leading words; also a list of all the notable proper names, 
compounds, rare words, and peculiarities of Browning’s diction, with refer- 
ences to the poems and passages in which they occur. These references 
are to the Riverside Edition of Browning in six volumes, and to the Cam- 
bridge Edition in one. The Phrase-Book furnishes in compact, convenient, 
and comparatively inexpensive form all the important and interesting infor- 
mation that would be found in a bulky and costly concordance; and it 
cannot fail to commend itself to all students of Browning, especially the 
larger edition uniform with the Cambridge Browning, with margins for notes. 
It is also brought out in a volume uniform with the Riverside Browning. 


Harriet Monroe. 
The Life of John Wellborn Root. By HArriet Monroe. With a Por- 


trait, and many Illustrations. 1 vol. 8vo. 

In some important respects the same kind of interest attaches to Mr. Root 
as to H. H. Richardson. Both were highly successful architects, who stamped 
their genius on American architecture ; and both were cut short in the midst 
of great careers. Mr. Root’s field of labor centred in Chicago, and his 
genius reached its fullest expression in the general plans for the marvelous 
structures of the stupendous Exposition of 1893. His sister-in-law, Miss 
Harriet Monroe, the poet-laureate of the Exposition, has told the very 
interesting story of his life, and has made free use of his essays, after- 
dinner speeches, letters, and other papers. The book will be fully illus- 
trated with facsimile reproductions of Mr. Root’s drawings, and with 
etchings and pen-and-ink drawings by Mr. Charles F, Mielatz of New York. 
It will be brought out in a handsome volume, printed with great care, and 
bound in fitting style.

Mornings in the College Chapel. Talks to Young Men on Personal 
Religion. By FRANcIs GREENWOOD PEABopy, D. D., Plummer Pro- 
fessor of Christian Morals in Harvard University. 1 vol. 16mo. 

For ten years Dr. Peabody and other College preachers of Harvard Uni- 
versity have delivered at morning prayers brief sermons, only a few minutes 
long. A suggestive text is taken and a single important thought is presented 
clearly, illustrated, and enforced. From his discourses given in this way 
Dr. Peabody has gathered the present volume, which covers a wide range 
of subjects treated with great freshness, naturalness, and quickening power. 
The book is neither commonplace nor sensational, but is the appeal of an 
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original, vigorous, generous mind to the manliness, the good sense, the 
aspiration of other minds. Beside their spiritual invigoration and uplift, 
these discourses are pervaded with a quite unusual literary quality which 
lends to them a peculiar charm.

Three Little Daughters of the Revolution. By Nora Perry, author of

The recent death of Miss Perry called forth hearty tributes to her fine 
qualities of character and to her delightful skill as a writer. Especially 
emphasized was her marked success in writing stories for girls. Three 
of the best of these stories, — ‘“ Dorothy,” “ Patty,” and “ Betty Boston’s 
Fourth of July,” — were selected by her for publication under the name of 
“ Three Little Daughters of the Revolution,” for Holiday use. Mr. Merrill 
was asked to furnish a design to illustrate each story, and it is gratifying to 
be able to state that Miss Perry saw his designs and pronounced them 
every way satisfactory. The handsome volume, with its excellent storics, 
appropriate pictures, and careful workmanship, is a very attractive gift-book, 
and a pleasant souvenir of the writer.

Chapters from a Life. By ELizaAsetH STUART PHELPs, author of “A 
Singular Life,” “The Gates Ajar,’ etc. With Portraits and other 
Illustrations. I vol. I2mo, $1.50. 

This is a remarkably attractive book of biographical and literary interest. 
Miss Phelps tells with more or less fullness of her girlhood in the beautiful 
town of Andover, and of the impression made upon her by the theological 
professors and students. She gives very graphic outline portraits of her 
distinguished father and saintly mother, of Professor Park, and other Andover 
celebrities, including Mrs. Stowe, whom she names as “ the greatest of Ameri- 
can women.” She describes her own entrance into the charmed world of 
literature ; how she wrote her famous story, “The Gates Ajar;” and how 
pleasant and satisfactory on the whole, though occasionally trying, she has 
found the literary career. Peculiarly interesting chapters give glimpses, 
sometimes full views, of Longfellow, Holmes, Whittier, Mr. Fields, Bishop 
Brooks, Mrs. Thaxter, Miss Larcom, Mrs. Lydia Maria Child, and others. 
She tells how she discovered the beautiful spot in East Gloucester which 
was her home for many summers, and which figures in one of her books as 
an “ An Old Maid’s Paradise.” Indeed, every chapter is fresh and exceed- 
ingly readable, and the book cannot fail to gratify the large circle of Miss 
Phelps’s readers, and to deepen their admiration and love for her.

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« A Handful of Lavender,” was received with so genuine favor by the best 
critics that she might have been pardoned had she offered another volume 
much sooner than this. But she has waited until she had satisfied her 
exacting judgment, and her new book is quite. sure to be heartily welcomed 
by lovers of verse. Her choice of subjects, her thoughtfulness, her firm yet 
delicate treatment, and her unusual lyric art, all give to the poems in this 
volume a distinction and a charm attractive in a high degree. The book is 
printed and bound in a style suitable to its inviting contents.

These volumes will form a new and most welcome variation from the 
ordinary illustrated Holiday books. They are a new departure both in the 
style of illustrations, in the mode of presenting them, and in the fine artistic 
effect produced. 

Cape Cod has never been described so accurately as by Thoreau. He 
went the whole extent of it leisurely, observantly, and —in his way — sym- 
pathetically. The half-desert appealed to his imagination, and while he 
examined that “ bended arm of Massachusetts”’ with perfectly cool mind, 
readers can detect beneath the prose account the movement of the poet’s 
imagination. And so “the Cape,” as it is familiarly known in Eastern 
Massachusetts, has acquired from his volume a fame and charm quite 
unique. Miss Watson, well known as a water-color artist, has made a 
hundred illustrations for this book, which reproduce in the most attractive 
way whatever in the landscape or on the shore lends itself to pictorial treat- 
ment, —cliffs, a stretch of sandy beach, a bay alive with boats, a fisherman’s 
house, a sunset, a marsh,—in short, Cape Cod and its peculiar features 
and life. She has seized, by a fine instinct, the most characteristic and 
picturesque features of that peculiar region, and has both in drawing and 
in color depicted them with admirable artistic skill. Her sketches are 
printed in the original colors on the margins of the printed pages, at the 
beginning and end of chapters, and they produce an unusually charming 
effect.

The names 
given above, to which others hardly less eminent might be added, amply 
assure the fine observation and the rare literary charm of the little book, 
which ought to commend itself alike to lovers of Nature and lovers of liter- 
ature.

Dr. Crestos Tsountas. 


The Mycenzan Age. Translated from the Greek of Dr. Crestos Tsoun- 
TAS, and edited and enlarged by Prof. J. Irving Manatr and Dr. Bar- 
KER NEWHALL. With about 1oo Illustrations. 1 vol. 8vo. 

This volume ranks in character and interest with Dr. Schliemann’s works 
and the remarkable volumes on Roman antiquities by Signor Lanciani. Dr. 
Tsountas began work at Mycenz in 1886 (where Dr. Schliemann had left off 
ten years before), and his finding of the palace formed, as Dr. Schuchhardt 
says, “the crown of all Dr. Schliemann’s researches.” This work makes Dr. 
Tsountas the first living authority on his immediate subject. His book has 
been crowned by the French Society of Hellenic Studies as one of the two 
great works of the year 1893, and is quoted frequently by European writers. 
For example, Messieurs Perrot-Chipiez, in their monumental work on “ Art 
in Primitive Greece,’ refer to his work and his opinions upwards of a hundred 
times, and they say: ‘M. Tsountas’ well considered observations testify to 
rare insight and a wide range of reading. He is worthy to take his place 
alongside of Schliemann and Dorpfeld. Like them, he has succeeded in 
widening the field of our knowledge as to the prehistoric and forgotten cul- 
ture of Greece, and to him redounds the honor of having made it more 
complete.” 

Dr. Tsountas’ discoveries reveal not only the style of dress and the orna- 
ments worn in old Mycenz, but the utensils used in the houses and the 
houses themselves decorated in brilliant colors. These are pictured in about 
100 illustrations.

Little Marm Lisa is a fresh child-figure in fiction, but much more than a 
child-figure. The story is of the quickening of her clouded and burdened 
life till her pathetic faithfulness ripens, in the climax, into heroism. Mrs. 
Wiggin has shown the same remarkable insight into child-life and the same 
command over the reader’s emotions that have made “ The Birds’ Christmas 
Carol” and “The Story of Patsy” the most popular books of their class by 
any living American writer. Parallel with the growth of Marm Lisa there 
runs through the book the babble of Mrs. Grubb, a woman with a genius for 
organizing everything under heaven but her own household ; and it is out 
of her household (and herein are the humor and pathos of the story) that 
the patient child comes. There is a pretty love-tale, too, in the book, and 
the reader gets glimpses of more idyls and tragedies than the main ones. 
This is a much more ambitious story than Mrs. Wiggin has before under- 
taken, and in it she shows an admirable constructive faculty, for it is full 
of action, and rises in interest to the end.

Mrs. Wiggin has always written songs, chiefly for her own amusement, 
but of late her friends have begun to sing them and to beg for their preser- 
vation in print. Their appearance on several concert programmes of the 
year indicates that they have found a public, which now will doubtless in- 
crease very rapidly. Mrs. Wiggin has set to music lyrics by Herrick, Sill, 
Miss Mulock, Amélie Rives, Oscar Leighton, Ruth McEnery Stuart, and

Kindergarten Principles and Practice. By Kate DcuG Las WIGGIN 
and NoRA ARCHIBALD SMITH, authors of “ Froebel’s Gifts,” “Froebel’s 
Occupations,” etc. 1 vol. 16mo, $1.00. 

This book is the third and concluding part of Zhe Republic of Childhood, 
the general title under‘which the three books above mentioned will be known. 
The first was devoted to those gifts which properly attract and train the 
mind of the child; the second, to those occupations which continue the 
child’s scientific development and enlist the interest ; and the third discusses 
the cardinal principles and the normal practice of the kindergarten, — the 
whole forming a remarkably full and clear Handbook for the Kindergartner, 
and hardly less valuable and helpful to the mother of young children. The 
Kindergarten Magazine speaks of the second volume in terms which may 
well be applied to all three, saying: “ Mrs. Wiggin and Miss Smith have 
put into very accessible and readable form the most practical and helpful 
ideas extant on this most ‘ needful food for the spirit’ for which Froebel de- 
signed his occupations.

Of course the individual flavor of these two well-known kindergar- 
ten writers intertwines the whole, and adds a special charm; their highly 
pointed aphorisms and illustrations make an otherwise, perhaps, dull subject 
generally enjoyable, and puts the subject lucidly into the hands of mothers 
as well as teachers.”
